1. A^ystem for interactive wagering, 
comprising : 

a database that stores data relating to 
wagering account information; and 

a plurality of types of user interface 
systems that receive tMie wager account information 
stored in the database^ that receive wager information 
from users, and that provide the wager account 
information received to Vhe users.
